Superintending School Committer. 


With feelings of uncommon pleasure, in view of the 
general success of our schools for the past year, the 
Committee respectfully submit the following Report: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Committee, SAMUEL PALMER. 


The school having the more advanced pupils was 
taught, in summer, twelve weeks by Mizs Marcia W. 
Sanborne, when other duties compelled her to leave it. 
Her qualifications for teacher in this district could 
hardly be excelled, and the Committee regret that the 
school cannot be under her instruction for a term of 
years. With fidelity and aptness for teaching, thorough- 
ness and accuracy of knowledge, she had the mental 
discipline which enabled her to see things in their 
proper relations. Under all this was that unseen 
power of character by which she could quietly bend 
other wills to#her own, and produce in the school the 
reflection of her own purpose. Such a teacher, honest, 
thorough, strong in faith and vigorous in deed, this 
district needs. 
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The winter term of this school was taught by Miss 
Clara L. Dodge, with good success. She labored 
steadily and earnestly for the advancement of her 
pupils. Her school-room, for a portion of the time, 
could not be sufficiently warmed, and, consequently, the 
scholars were not in a condition to study, or the teacher 
to do justice to herself. This school is a pleasant one 
and well advanced, and ought not to suffer from the 
cause mentioned. 

‘The primary school was taught for both terms by 
Miss Abby A. Pike, who proved herself a successful 
teacher. Her scholars made much progress in their 
studies, and their deportment in and out of the school- 
room was such as to deserve approbation. ‘This was 
Miss Pike’s first experience in teaching, and the Com- 
mittee recommend her as one well qualified to teach, 
believing her to be conscientious, faithful and efficient. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudential Committee, N. P. Cram, Esa. 


This school was taught for the year by Miss Florence 
EK. Tilton. Miss Tilton’s natural tact for teaching, 
together with her fine moral and mental training, ren- 
der her eminently fitted for her work. The Committee 
regard her school as a model one in regard to order, 
the thoroughness with which the studies Were pursued, 
the advanced standing of the classes, the sympathy‘and 
good feeling which seemed to exist between teacher‘and- 
pupils, and the firm but pleasing manner in which the 


former governed the latter. Its powers are somewhat 
dwarfed by the smallness of its numbers. The interest 
manifested in this school by its friends, in visits and 
otherwise, has done much to encourage its members 
and advance its standing. The closing examinations 
were attended by many people. At the winter exami- 
nation the number of visitors was more than three 
times the number of scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Prudential Committee, GLewts F. Prescort. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Clara L. Dodge. 
Under her instructions, order and purpose in study 
were manifested She labored successfully, though 
under some disadvaitazes which will not probably 
exist again. Her scholars made good progress, and we 
think she gained and deserved the confidence of the 
district. The winter term was taught by Mr. Edwin 
A. Grosvenor. He developed rare talents for teaching, 
and his success was gratifying. The committee have 
no knowledge of his plans for after life, but they shall 
expect to hear of his continued success, in wider fields, 
wherever industry, tender regard for honor and justice, 
and disciplined scholarship shall be the passports to 
victory. Circumstances of a private nature obliging 
him to leave te school two weeks before its close, the 
term was finished by Miss Marcia W. Sanborn. 

The committee found a slight deficiency of books in 
this school, and some of those in use were of a kind | 
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used many years ago. Still it was not deemed desira- 
ble to introduce a change. é: 

It is regarded as worthy of special mation that the 
following named scholars, have not been absent from 
school a single half-day during the term. 

District No. J. Summer, Abby C. Batchelder and 
Martha Truesdale, Winter, Charlotte Akerman, Delilah 
F. Dow, Mary F. Gove, Jessie B. Dodge, Addie P. 
Smith, Bessie E. Creighton, Mary E. Dow and Charles 
C. Green. Several of these were not tardy during the 
term. 

District No. 2. Winter, Henry Emmons Tilton. 

District No. 3. Summer, Mary E. Nason. Winter, 
Klla-F. Wiggin, Mary E. Nason, George F. Nason and 
Charles A. Nason. The committee notice, with much 
praise, that in District Number 3, all the childrenvof 
one family, three in number, were present every halftday. 
of the winter term, and one of them, a little girl of less 
than four years, was not absent from school a single 
half-day during the year. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Committee do not judge it necessary to make 
any extended remarks of a general character. They 
think it desirable that a good teacher, having been 
secured in any district, should be retained there for 
several terms, if possible. Much time 1s necessarily 


spent by a new teacher in becoming acquainted with .— 


the character and attainments of his pupils, which 
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might otherwise be spent with profit to the scholars. 
One of. the most important things to be looked after by 
parents in this town, is the punctual attendance of their 
children in the school-room. EHyery hour’s absence 
from school makes a broken link in the chain of their 
acquirements, which will not be likely to be properly 
mended. We deem it exceedingly desirable that, there 
be a union of feeling —as there is of interest —in 
school matters, among the citizens of each district. 
Let them, with one accord, make an effort for the 
advancement of educational interests in their neighbor- 
hee and cheerfully assist whoeyer may, for the time, 
have control of their school, and the effect will contrast 
very strongly with that-resulting from an opposite 
course.

REPORT OF EXPENDITURES ON ACCOUNT OF 
THE REBELLION. 


During the past year, two calls for soldiers have 
been made upon the Town. One a particularly loud 
call, in the form of a draft; the other, though in a 
milder form, none the less imperative —a call for vol- 
unteers. Weare glad to state that both were promptly 
and manfully met. Of the eight persons drafted, six 
furuished substitutes, one paid commutation, and one — 
Samuel Batchelder —all honor to him, shouldered his 
musket and responded in person. 

The Town voted, at a meeting called for the pur- 
pose, to pay $300 to each drafted man, who reported, 
either in person or by an accepted substitute. $2,100 
was accordingly paid by the Selectmen, to seven per- 
sons, as per schedule herewith submitted. 

The second call was for eight volunteers. Under a 
vote of the Town giving the requisite authority, the 
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Selectmen thought proper to advance the Government 
and State bounties, taking an assignment of the same 
to the town. Although the price paid seems large, 
those conversant with the subject are aware, that at the 
time it was thought best to fill our quota, there was 
great competition between the different towns, and in 
consequence of this, prices ruled high. 

It will be seen by the annexed statement, that while 
the whole net expense of the Rebellion to the town has 
been this year $6,009 77, we have been able to pay the 
interest on the whole debt, and $1,009 17, of the prin- 
cipal, leaving the actual debt of the town $9.000. We 
are also entitled, on our assignments, to further install- 
ments of Government Bounty, amounting to $1,420, 
which when received will reduce the debt to $7,580. 

We congratulate the citizens of Hampton Falls, on 
the excellent credit and good name of the town, which 
has enabled us to place all its debt at five per cent in- 
terest in amounts of $500, payable yearly, preventing the 
possibility of embarrassments in case of any stringency 
in the money market, or other disturbing causes, and 
saving in the aggregate an item of $855, interest, the 
difference between 5 and 6 per cent. 

A still further cause for congratulation is found in 
the fact, that we have had one enlistment and four 
re-enlistments, which have not as yet been credited to 
the town, giving us an honorable record at the present 
time, and providing a part, if not all our quota under 
any future call.
